ROUTES WILL BE ABOLISHED 


A Washington dispatch says: Tlion; 


will be a sbakeup in the rural free de- 
livery service of the country in the neat 
future, and many unnecessary routes are 
likely to be abolished. This service will 
be put on a healthy business basis, and 
extravagant expenditures 
will be cur- 


tailed. Some mem'bors of congress have 
already been notified that it will be nec- 
c«sarv i.o reduce the Dumber of routes in 
their districts, as there is absolutely no 
reason for the service in many places. 


i Investigations 
by inspectors -have 
dis- 


closed the fact that the government is 
paying some rural earners $50 a month, 
and the receipts are ouly $•). 


On some routes no mail at 
.ill is 


handled. There ii a well founded sus- 
picion that some of these routes were 
established nt the dictation of Republi- 
can and Democratic 
members of con- 


gress. Former Stipt. Macben, who had 
control of the service, is charger! with 
the responsibility for this gross extrav- 
agance. 


Postmaster General Payne, has no 


knowledge of. these facts, as the reports 
of inspectors have not yet been present- 
ed to him. He has had sc-verai confer- 
ences with Assistant Postmaster Gener- 
al I'ristoiT with a view to-placing this 
service on a business ba«is, but as the 
question is such a big one much ttee will 
be required to introduce reforms and cor- 
rect all abuse*.

is still rising, and deaths from drowning 
are variously estimated at from five to 
twenty.

promptly on hand, but lie was told that 
the submission of the report would be 
delayed until 2 o'clock and the jury was 
excused until that hour. Word quickly 
spread about the court house that a true 
bill had been found against Mr. Mac-hen. 
The fact that the indictment had been 
prepared and could not be presented be- 
fore that hour was given as the occasion 
for the postponement of the announce- 
ment.

The brothers further said that the boy

District Attorney Elmer 
Gittins is 


looking up a case of more than passing 
interest and which invilves the sanity of 
a, Racine resident, once a, prominent Un- 
ited States inspector. 


On the 26th clay of May application 


was made in the Racine county court for 
the appointment of two.physicians to ex- 
amine into the mental condition of Her- 
man Pfeift'er, about 35 yeoj-s old. Drs. 
A. L. Buctian and S. Sorenson were nam- 
ed mid'made the examination. They dis- 
agreed; ou'e believing the man was of un- 
sound mind and the other that he was 
not. 


On the following day, May 27, Drs. 


Taylor and McNitt were named to make 
a second examination. They did so and 
reported that in their opinion the man 
was not insane. 


Nothing more was thought of the, mat- 


ter until this morning when 
County 


Judge Heck received a letter from Dr. 
W. A. Gordon, of the northern insane 
asylum at Oahkosh, stating that Judge 
Goto P. O'Meara, of Washington county, 
had on June 3d, committed Herman 
Pfeiffer to the northern asylum, and the 
doctor wanted to know why Racine coun- 
ty should not pay for the keeping of the 
man a,t the northern asylum. 


The matter was turned over to the 


district attorney by the county juBge, 
and he is making an investigation. How 
Mr. Pfeiffer happened to be taken to 
Washington county and was adjudged 
insane there, after two examinations 
here had declared him sane, is consider- 
able of a mystery. Under the circum- 
stances the district attorney is inclined 
to Believe the charge would not be a 
proper one against Racine county, be- 
cause the man was not declared insane 
here, and he further believes that the 
county judge of Washington county must 
have been misinformed as to the facts in 
the case. 


31 r. Pfeifl'cr was at one time a promi- 


nent inspector of the United States gov- 
ernment, and inspected many goods made 
for soldiers in this city. It is said that 
one time he condemned some goods, but 
that one in higher authority came to Ra- 
cine and advised that the goods be pass- 
ed. Pfeiffer did as instructed. When 
the government officials at Washington 
or some oilier city inquired about the 
goods Pfeiffer was blamed and lost his 
position. He also had a number of pat- 
ents in hand and they did not come out 
as lie expected. These troubles are al- 
leged to have caused him to act queer 
and his people believed he was insane 
and brought about the examinations that 
•have finally landed him in the asylum at 
Oshkosh.

JOHN O'HAIRE'S BODY FOUND. 
KENOSHA, June 5.—Floating in the 


river a few rods from the point where 
the remains of his brother were found a 
few weeks ago, the body of John O'Hare 
was taken from the Kenosha river yes- 
terday by the members of the live sav- 
ing crew.

The drowned man was well known in 


Kenosha. He was 36 years of age, and 
came to Kcnosha county in 1840, having 
.since resided here.' He leaves a widow 
and five children.
